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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant disclosed an inventive concept wherein credit card and authentication 
information is pre-loaded onto a portable communication device so that it may be easily 
available for on-line transactions. Applicant securely stores user authentication 
information and other sensitive information so that it cannot be easily extracted from the 
portable communication device, copied to another device, or modified. AppHcant concept 
is novel and innovative in the sense that is decrypted the encrypted credit card and secret 
key with a laser scribe encryption key. Matsushima (US PG PUB NO 2002/0161722) the 
closest prior art teach a system wherein the user information in each recording medium 
are encrypted using a public key of a public key cryptosystem, and store a secret key 
corresponding to the public key, an apparatus decrypt the encrypted user information 
using the secret key and customize the desired service according to the decrypted user 
information and the apparatus update the decrypted user information, encrypt the updated 
user information using the public key, and overwrite the encrypted user information in 
the locally connected recording medium with the updated and encrypted user 
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information. Matsushima et al fail to teach decrypted the encrypted credit card and secret 
key with a laser scribe encryption key.
